Photographing stars 

■p Plautble Scheme to ietara a Ptetnra ml 
r t>>« Kntlro Unrrnv 

A combined effort is now being made 
to secure a representation of the entire 
surface of tho heavens by photography. 
A congress met in Paris, under the 
presidency of Admiral Mouchez, con- 
sisting of astronomers from all parts 
of the world, and the conditions under 
which this stupendous survey of the 
universe was to b^ undertaken were 
thefi defiided B& Tlie operations are 
divided among a number of observa- 
tories situat’d over the world, and 
each of them undertakes to photograph 
on plates of a uniform size a certain 
region of the heavens. 

The work haw been ontorod upon 
with the hcartiost onthusiasm, and ere 
many years have elapsed wo may an- 
ticipate being Ifl jiHSsl'ssioH of what 
Will practically bo a photograph of 
th e entire heavens. This great piece 
of work will provide us with tho 
means of making a reasonably com- 
plete inventory of tho entire contents 
of that small portion of the universo 
which lies within the reach of our in- 
struments. That all the stars which 
can bo exhibited on long exposed plates 
shall ever be completely catalogued is 
a task As much beyond our power to 
obtain as it wdilid he to bhtain a de- 
scriptive list of the several pebbles on 
a sea beach or of the several leaves in 
an ample forest 

Tho more modest scheme has, how- 
ever, been suggested of taking the two 
million brightest stars and forming a 
complete catalogue of then), In which 
their brightness and their absolute po- 
sitions id tho Heavens shall be given 
with all attainable precision. Even 
this is a sufficiently magnificent under- 
taking, but it is within tho practical 
limits of scientific enterprise, and 
it ought to be done — it must 
be doDc. Not alone is it our mani- 
fest duty to obtain a comprehensive 
survey of that universo around us, but 
there are many other special astro- 
doirtical problems that will bo largely 
forwarded by its accomplishment. 
There are soma problems indeed which 
must remain unsolved R> long as this 
task remains. 

To mention only a single one of the 
questions for which the groat survey is 
imperatively demanded, I mny refer to 
the Interstellar motion of our solar 
system. It is well known that our sun, 
accompanied by the whole system ol 
planets, is at present bound on a voy- 
age through space. Astronomy pre- 
sente no grander problem than tho dis- 
covery of the circumstances of this 
voyage. Whence has our system come, 
whither is it bound, and with what 
speed? We can never learn such par- 
ticulars as those without the informa- 
tion that the groat survey would give 
us. — Sir Robert Hall, in Macmillaa’s 
Magazine.

11,155 feet nbovo the sea Tho aver- 
age elevation pf tho plateau Is from 
7500 to 8500 feet. The summer days 
are hot, tho flights always cool. In tho 
Winter tho Climute is arctic. Here the 
past changes of this planet, its present 
disturbances, are visible. The forces 
within this globe of ours never are at 
rest. If through tho funnels of vol- 
canoes Nature finds her safety-valves, 
in the Yellowstone Park the geysers 
are her lesser escape pipes. 

Around what is called tho Upper 
Basin is the Beehive, with its Muster 
of geysers. One, known as the Grand, 
throws a jot of water 25 feet in diame- 
ter to a height of 250 feet, and this 
superb water-spoilt has a duration of 
not less than twenty mindtes. There 
is another famous geyser called Old 
Faithful. Geysers are more or less 
capricious as to their eruptions, and 
are disappointing to those who expect 
that Nature carries a stop-watch in her 
pockeL Old Faithful is, however, tho 
most methodical of geysers. Out of 
the cavern beneath him he draws up 
the water and shoots it into the air at 
regular intervals of every fifty-seven 
minutes. 

Paint Pots are small basins about 
three feet wide, where the escaping 
steam finds an exiL and they hold in 
agitation compounds of siliceous clays, 
which are pink, brown, blue, and gray. 

The Pulpit Terraces are a series of 
singularly beautiful stalacite basins, 
containing water charged with car- 
bonic acid, which holds in solution 
carbonate of lime. As the surplus 
water trickles over them lime Is de- 
posited by evaporation as a sol id cntsL 
Liberty Cap owes its peculiar shape to 
the well-known action of one of nat- 
ure’s solvents. 

There are many extinct geysers, but 
when Hey ceased to spout no one Kwl 
tell. There is nothing normal about 
tho Yellowstone Park, because it is a 
center of volcanic activity. It is Won- 
derland, and in Wonderland, as far as 
tho 6 taid matter-of-fact contours of tho 
earth go, there can bo nothing which 
is rigid. 

Mount Evarts owes its name to a 
Mr. Evarts who was one of the ex- 
ploration party that visited the geyser 
basins in 1869. Mr. Evarts, when near 
the head of the lake, was lost, and only 
joined his party after suffering groat 
hardships. Not far from Mount Evarts 
are the Mammoth Hot Springs, which 
cover an area of three square miles. 
Here are terraces glittering in all 
colors. Certain portions of the Yel- 
lowstone country are kuown as “bad 
lands. ” Wherever volcanic action of 
a recent dale has destroyed the fer- 
tility of the soil, this name is given. 

With its superb lakes, rushing rivers, 
water-falls, its canyons and geysers, 
this Yellowstone National Park is ono 
of tho wonders of tho world. \1

A Peculiar Custom Observed In the North- 
ern Coantle* of Kngl.ind. 

A peculiar Easter-Sunday custom is 
still in vogue in some of the northern 
countios of England. On that day the 
men parade the streets with the priv- 
ilege of "lifting” every woman they 
meet three times from the ground, and 
demanding in pay either a kiss or a 
sixpence. On Easter Monday the tables 
are turned, the women being entitled 
to the chance of recovering their kisses 
or the sixpence as th* ease may be. 

Chambers' “Book of Days” thus al- 
ludes to this custom of lifting: “In 

Lancashire, and in Cheshire, Stafford- 
shire, and Warwickshire, and perpaps 
in other counties, the ridiculous custom 
of "lifting,’ or 'heaving,’ is practiced. 
On Easter Monday the men lift tho 
women and on Easter Tuesday the 
women lift, or heave, the men. The 
process is performed by two lusty 
men dr women joining their hands 
across each other’s wrists; then, mak- 
ing the person to be heaved sit down on 
their arms, they lift him up aloft two 
or three times, and often carry him 
several yards along 'ho street. A 
grave clergy man whe>. happened to be 
passing through a town' A 0 Lancashire 
on Easier Tuesday, and having to stay 
an hour or two at au inn, was astonish- 
ed by three or four lusty women rush- 
ing into his room, exclaiming they had 
come ‘to lift him.’ •To lift me!’ repeat- 
ed the amazed divine; ‘what can you 
mean ? 1 ‘Why, your reverence, we’ve 
come to life you. ’cause it’s Easter 
Tuesday.’ ‘Lift me because It is Easter 
Tuesday? I don’t understand. Is there 
such a custom here?’ ‘Yes, to be sure, 
all us women was lifted yesterday, and 
us lifts the men to-day. And in course 
it’s our rights and dirties.’ After a 
little further parley the reverend 
traveler compromised with his fair 
visitors for half & crown and thus es- 
caped the dreaded compliment.” —

fhe Causes of the Shifting To and Fro of 
the Tides. 

No movement of the sea is more im- 
portant than the regular rise and fall, 
cnee In about twenty-four hours, which 
we know as the tide. Tho movement 
is due to the difference between the at- 
tractions oxortod by tho moon and sun 
upon the solid earth nnd those exerted 
upon the oceanic _ envelope. Attrac- 
tion, ds shown by No* ton, varies not 
Only directly as the mass, but also in- 
versely as the square of the distance; 
thus, at an equal distance, one body 
will exert double tho attraction of an- 
other of half the mass; but if the dis- 
tance of one body be twice that of the 
Other, and their masses equal) tho at- 
traction of the more distant will bo but 
a quarter of that of the nearer. So 
the immense mass of the sun exerts, in 
spite of its greater distance, a far 
greater attraction upon the earth as a 
whole than the mood. 

The difference, however, between 
the sun's attraction upon the solid 
earth and its attraction upon the 
ocean is, ott account of its distance, 
but a small fraction a! its total at- 
traction; whilst that between the 
moon's attraction upon tho solid earth 
and its attraction upon the ocean, ow- 
ing to its comparatively small distance 
of two hundred and forty thousand 
miles, is a very considerable fraction 
of its total action. So that whilst the 
earth’s attraction causes the moon' to 
travel round it onco a month, the re- 
ciprocal attraction of the moon is 
mainly effectual in causing tho tides, 
the sun’s action being only about otte-' 
third as great Tho waters of the 
open ocean have a tendency to rise up 
in a heap on the side nearest the moon, 
because they are pulled more strongly 
than is the solid globe, and. being 
liquid, yield to the attraction. Simul- 
taneously a similar heaping up occurs 
at the antipodes of this point — on the 
side, that is, farthest from the moon — 
because the solid is, as it were, pulled 
away from the water there. 

Two great tidal waves are thus orig- 
inated; and, as the earth’s movement 
in its orbiL coupled with its daily ro- 
tation, makes the moon occupy the 
same relative position every twenty- 
five hours — or, more exactly, every 
twenty-four hours and fifty minutes — 
high tide at any place occurs twice in 
every such period of time. — Cassell’s 
Educator.

Kentucky Court of Appeals, May 25, 
1S80— Fayette Hewitt Auditor, Ap- 
pellant, vs. Mat Walton, appellee. — 
Appeal from the Franklin Circuit 
Court. — Opinion of the Court delivered 
by Chief Justice Lewis: By a statute 

it was provided that “Justices of the 
Peace of this Commonwealth shall 
hereafter receive for presiding at ex- 
amining Court per day, to be paid out 
of the Treasury, two dollars.” And in 
Johuson vs. the Auditor, 4 Bush 522. 
it was so construed as to allow a Jus- 
tice of the Peace or other officer so pre- 
siding two dollars per day for each ex- 
amining trial. But subsequently the 
statute as contained iu General Statute* 
467 (former edition) was euacled as 
follows : “ • * * for presiding at ex- 

amining Courts iu felony cases per 
day, to be paid out ol the Treasury, 
two dollars;” aud it was In Auditor 
vs. Kinkead, 80 Kentucky 592, con- 
strued to allow to a Justice of the 
Peace or Recorder of the city of Lex- 
ington two dollars per day, aud no 
more, for presiding at examining trials, 
whether there was one or more Ilian 
oue such trial held by the officer the 
same day. 

By an act approved April 19tb, 1886, 
found cn page 227, General Statutes, 
present edition, it is approved in Sec. 
7, as follows: “A Justice of the Peace, 
Police Judge, or other officer, except 
the County Judge, acting as an exam- 
ing Court, shall receive for the first day, 
as fee for his services, two dollars, for 
each day thereafter one dollar, provid- 
ed tiiat in no case shall the fees exceed 
four dollars.” 

As the words “an examining Court,” 
which was held in Johnson vs. Audi- 
tor to apply to each case tried ao au- 
i thorized payment to tlietofflcer of two 
dollars are used In this last act, instead 
1 of the words “examining Court,” con- 
I strued in Auditor vs. Kinkead to au- 
thorize payment of two dollars per day 
j only, it is proiiable the Legislature in- 
I tended that from and after April 19tb, 
j 1886, such officer should be paid two 
I dollars for each examining trial pre- 
| sided at by him, no matter how many 
j such there might be in one day, with 
the proviso that he should receive only 
j one dollar for each day after tbe first, 
and iu no case exceeding four dollars, 
and this interpretation of tbe legisla- 
tive will is somewhat strengthened by 
{ the fact that a limit of fees to be paid 
iu any one case is fixed at four dollars 
with the seeming intent to preveut un- 
necessary contiuuauce of such trials 
j from day to day. The judgement of

A Dear That for a Nigh* Terrorised aw 
Oreaa Vasd’s Craw. 

Captain Drew, of the ship Sea Wiich. 
which recently returned to New York 
from the Chinese sous, tolls of an excite 
ing adventure which occurred on the 
bark Golden Star, from San Francisco, 
which ran into the Cape of Good Hope 
in a disabled condition, owing to the 
mad pranks of a wild bear. 

“This bear,” said Captain Drew, 
“was a great big black fellow, weigh- 
ing fully four hundred pounds. He 
was confined in a strong wooden box, 
which was placed on the deck aft of tho 
chaplain's cabin. 

“One night, just ns they were chang- 
ing watch on the Golden Star, twelve 
bells having been struck, the bear pried 
off one of the wooden bars of the cage 
and got out. Mr. Bruin sniffed the 
strong salt breeze for ti moment, and 
then began wandering about the deck. 
Suddenly be spied the man at tho 
wheel, and, without further ceremony, 
he crawled up to him, and, rising on 
his haunches, smirk the jack tur a 
savage blow with his huge paw. 

- “Then he seised the sailor by the 
left leg, mangling it frightfully and 
causing the poor fellow to let go his 
hold on the wheel. Tho ship immedi- 
ately broached to and fell off hei* 
course, the sails slapped wildly and 
the binnacle light was extinguished in 
the struggle. 

“Shortly afterward tho first officer, 
becoming alarmed at the sudden lurch- 
ing of the vessel, rushed on deck. 
Close to the wheel, lying on the deck, 
he perceived a dark, inert mass. ‘Hello, 
there, you lubberT bawled out the 
mate, ‘what do you mean sleeping at 
your post?' Then he administered a 
sound kick at what he mistook for the 
sleeping sailor, but which to his hor- 
ror turned out to bo tho bear. With a 
snort of pain the brute hurled himself 
upon tho first officer, felling him to the 
deck with a blow of his paw. Then 
seizing the fallen officer's leg in his 
jaw he actually bit it in two below the 
knee-cap. 

“By this time the captain and crew 
Were all on deck, but bruin, evidently 
thinking discretion the better part of 
valor, clambered up the shrouds, and a 
moment later perched himself comfort- 
ably up in the cross-trees. The cap- 
tain, enraged at the condition of the 
wounded men, ordered the cabin boy 
to bring him his revolver, and began 
peppering the bear up in tho rigging. 

“Owing to the darkness and the 
lurching of tho vessel, none of the 
missiles struck the bear, so the captain 
wisely awaited the break of day to 
settle bruin’s account 

“When daylight finally came ho suc- 
ceeded in killing the bear, who foil to 
the deck with a loud crash. The cap- 
tain then set about to amputate the first 
officer’s leg, there being no surgeon on 
board, and the poor fellow died shortly 
after from blood poisoning. The fol- 
lowing day the other seaman died, and 
when the Golden Star reached the Capo 
of Good Hope her sails were torn to 
shreds, her binnacle was broken and 
she was badly damaged, and all on ac- 
count of the savage bear that tried to 
run the ship.” — N. Y. Letter. 



A Greek Invention M%*le In the Seventh 
Cent nr j Before Chrht 

Coined money, as you know, is a 
very ancient invention. Tiioro may 
have been a golden age when gold wax 
altogether unknown, and people paid 
with cows, not with coins. When 
precious metals, gold, silver, copper 
or iron began to be used for payment, 
they were at first simply weighed. 
Even we still speak of a pound instead 
of a sovereign. The next stop was to 
issue pieces of gold and silver proper- 
ly weighed, and then to mark the ex- 
act weight and value on each piece. 
This was done in Assyria and Baby- 
lonia, whore wc find shekels or pounds 
of gold and silver. The commerce of 
the Eastern nations was carried on 
for centuries by means of these 
weights of metal. It was the Greeks, 
(he Greeks of Phocaea in Ionia, 
who, in the seventh century, li. C., 
first conceived the idea of coining 
money, that is of stamping on each 
piece their city arms, the phoca or 
seal, thus giving tho warranty of their 
state for the right weight ahd value of 
those pieces. From Pliocrea this art 
of coining spread rapidly to the other 
Greek towns of Asia Minor, and was 
thence transplanted to .Egtna, the 
Peleponncsus. Athens, and the Greek 
colonies in Africa and in Italy. The 
weight of the most ancient gold coin 
in all these countries was Originally 
the same ns that ot the ancient Babylon- 
ian gold shekel, only st-impcd with tho 
arms of each country, which thus made 
itself responsible for its proper weight 
And this gold shekel or pound, in 
(pita of historical disturbances has 
held its own through centuries. The 
gold coins of Croesus, Darius, Philip 
Bnd Alexander have all about the same 
weight as the old Babylonian gold 
ihekel, 60 of them going to 1 mina 
»l gold; and, what is stranger still, 
tur own sovereign, or pound, or shekel, 
las nearly the same weight 60 of them 
foing to an old Babylonian mini of 
gold. In ancient times 20 sliver 
drachmas or half shekels went to a 
gold shekel, just as with us 20 silver 
shillings are equivalent to a sovereign. 
This ancient shilling was again sub- 
divided into 60 copper coins, 60 being 
the favorite Babylonian figure. Know- 
ing, therefore, the relative monetary 
Value of a gold and silver shekel or half 
shekel, knowing how many silver 
| Shekels the ancient nations had to give 
Tor one gold shekel, it wns possible, 
by merely weighing the ancient coins, 
to find out whether there was then al- 
ready any fixed ratio between gold and 
silver. Thousands of ancient coins 
have thus been tested, and the result 
has been to show that the ratio between 
gold and silver was fixed from the earli- 
est times with tho most exact accu- 
racy. That ratio, as Dr. Brugsch has 
shown, was one to twelve and a half in 
Egypt; it was, as proved by l)r. Bran- I 
flis, one to thirteen and one-third in 
Babylonia and in all the countries 
which adopted the Babylonian stand- 
ard. There have been slight fluctua- 
tions, and there are instances of de- 
based coinago in ancient as well as in 
modern times. — Max Muller, in Fort- 
nightly Review.

ENGAGING MANNERS. 



The r*ft Irtared br Corrupt Hen In Ran- 
nine American Politics* 

It is with a sense of profound humili- 
ty, if not of outright shame, that one 
speaks in a foreign journal of bribery 
as an important element in the contest. 
And yet that such an element played a 
great part in the canvass no one in tho 
United States pretends to deny. Every 
body knows that the prevalence of 
bribery, iu one form or another, is an 
evil that is growing, and is already 
alarming. Each of the parties admits 
its own guilt, simply declaring, in the 
way of mitigation, that the other purty 
is at least as bod »•: : tsclf. The only 
crumb of comfort that one can gain in 
the contemplation of this prod- 
igious evil is in the two-fold remem- 
brance of the state of English politics 
in this regard during the century 
before tho reform of the civil service, 
and in the further fact that with a re- 
form of the service the general prev- 
alence of bribery in English elections 
ceased to exist. The simple fact is 
that the magnitude of the stake at is- 
sue is too much for human nature. 
There wore in the recent contest at 
least one hundred thousand office hold- 
ers who looked upon the election sim- 
ply as a matter that was to determine 
whether they wero to be turned out of 
their positions or whether they were 
to bo retained. Their arguments were 
like those of the official who said to 
George III.: “I have the most con- 

clusive reasons for supporting your 
Majesty's policy. In fact I have eleven 
such reasons — a wife and ten chil- 
dren,” — Charles Kendall Adums, in 
Contemporary Review.

The Economy of Ensilage. 



There is no question that twice as 
many cattle can be fed by means of 
ensilage as by any other manner of 
feeding. A silo need not bo a costly 
affair; a simple one is made os follows: 
A foundation is made of sills with two 
cross sills bedded in a cement floor; 2 
by 10 studs are morticed in tho sills, 
16 inches apart from centers. The in- 
side is boarded up with common 
boards, laid horizontally and 12 inches 
wide. The boards are covered with 
starred roofing paper, and a second 
layer of boards is pu» on, breaking 
joints half way. This makes an air- 
tight wall. If the silo is more than 12 
feet wide or long a partition should be 
put across to resist the pressure. The 
plates should be held with ties of three 
by eight timber spiked with 80-penny 
nails through into the studs, a good 
roof should be put on and an upper 
story large enough for a cutting ma- 
chine should be made, with a half 
floor. The outside is then clapbo&rd- 
ed. A silo 12 feet square and 15 feet 
deep will hold 40 tons.— N. Y. Times.

THE WINTER PALACE. 



POISONED ARROWS. 



Tragic Memories ot tho C*ar'a Most Oor- 
goooM nwoUlag. 

There can no longer be any frank 
gayety in this Winter Palace, haunted 
As it must be by one of those formid- 
Able souvenirs which impose upon 
royal dwellings A lugubrious physi- ] 
ognomy. In entering this palace un« 
der the new reign, on the days when 
Alexander III. is holding court, the 
servitors of his father cad not forget 
the last receptions of Alexander IL f 
which were darkened by so many 
tragedies. One in particular we can 
see before our eyes as if it were yes- 
terday. On March i, 1830, was cole* 
brated the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the accession to the throne ot the 
Emancipator, who at that memorable 
date Was to receive the tribute of 
gratitude from his people. Mag- 
nificent fetes had been arranged but 
two weeks before the anniversary day. 
the 18th of Febrnary; tho explosion at 
the Winter Palace occurred, ruiuod all 
those projects, and spread mourning 
and terror around the sover- 
eign. A repetition of tho at- 
tempt Wiid announced for thd 
2 d of March, and in the capltaL 
smitten with unreasonable panic, the 
precautions of tho police caused peo- 
ple to believe that it was a day of riot 
rather than of festivity. When we en- 
tered these sumptuous halls, whore tho 
imagination saw nothing hut mines 
and ambuscades, alarm was betrayed 
On many a face. Alexander II. ftp 1 
peored; His visible fatigue and emotion 
scarcely allowed him to address a few 
words to his guests. Prineo Gort- 
chakoff, who had been absent from 
Russia for several years, was seen 
there for the last time. The old com- 
panions of* thrt Enp^ror, witnesses 
twenty-five years previously of tho 
prodigal hopes that had greeted his 
accession to tho throne, looked with- 
out courage through the vail of the 
presont sadness (upon their master, 
grown old, smitten physically and 
morally by so many blows, a prisoner 
in this palace which threatened to fall 
In ruins dveff his head. The Illustri- 
ous Chancolor. in the decline of age 
and success, betrayed by his strength 
as well as by bis plans, leaned pain- 
fully on a console ln the salon of Peter 
the Great, in the midst of that court 
where absence had made him for so 
long a time a stranger A presenti- 
ment of an inevitable misfortune op- 
pressed all hearts and hovered over 
all this august pomp and circum- 
stance. 

One year after, March 13. 1881, 
there was a fresh meeting in this pal- 
ace, in presence of the bleeding body 
that had been brought in from a neigh- 
boring street The unforgettable vi- 
sion of that afternoon is still present 
in the minds of the youngest of the 
dancers when a ball calls them to the 
palace. They see once more the ter- 
ror and desolation of these vast rooms; 
the courtiers watching for tho doctors 
to give them news of the agony; the 
immense square all block with people; 
the stupor of tho crowd waiting with 
eyes fixed on the imperial standard; 
finally the sign of the cross which 
passed over all these tearful visages 
when the standard fell down the. flag- 
stall, announcing that the drama was 
over. The habitual guests of the pal- 
ace who passed there the winter 
months of 1881, and heard on two oc- 
casions the dull explosion of dyna- 
mite, retain in their ears that be- 
setting anguish, and more than one 
catch themselves listening for it be- 
tween two bars of a waltz. — Vicomte 
Eugene Melchior de Vogue, In Har- 
per’s Magazine.

CRIME IN BRAZIL. 



Explosiona of Coal Dust. 

The official investigation into the 
causes leading to the explosion that 
recently occurred in an English col- 
liery, by which twenty-three lives were 
lost, again proves that coal dust under 
certain conditions is a dangerous ele- 
ment in coal mines. Commenting on 
the inquest, the Labor Tribune, of 
West Bromwich, Eng., says: “The 

inspectors agree that there was no con- 
siderable outbreak of gas, but only a 
small leakage, which crept along until 
it encountered the torch carried by a 
fireman, causing a slight explosion. 
This raised the coal dust that was lying 
near, which, in its torn, carried on the 
flame, aud immediately turned the air, 
for a considerable distance, into car- 
bonic oxide — that most ffesdly of poi- 
sonous gases, whose presence, we are 
told, was -probably the Immediate 
cause of death of all the victims.’ The 
explosion might have been prevented, 
yet there is no breach of th« law, and 



nobody is blamed.

It will throw some light upon tho 
character of the inhabitants of Fernan- 
do de Noronha to know how crime is 
looked upon by the common people in 
Brazil, and I can not better show this 
than by relating a bit of personal ex- 
perience. 

1 had the misfortune at one time to 
wound a Brazilian laborer— ln his 
dignity. He thereupon threatened to 
take my life, and was by no means 
careful to keep his resolutions to him- 
self. ‘As the carrying out «f such a 
determination upon his part would 
have caused me much Inconvenience, I 
called upon him in person, with the 
purpose, if poszibie, of dissuading him. 
I found that he did not look upon the 
condition of a criminal with dread at 
alL He told me that, if he should suc- 
ceed in carrying out his designs, he 
knew perfectly well what his career 
would be. “At pgesenL" said he. “I 
am obliged to work for a living; if I 
am sent to jail, my living will 
be furnished me, and I shall have 
nothing to do. If you are dead, there 
will be no one to appear against me in 
the courts as toy accuser, and in tho 
course of a year or less I shall be sot 
free, well rested, and with the reputa- 
tion in the community of being a man 
of courage." ’ 

In this case I saw to it that he had 
the opportunity of enjoying the covet- 
ed otium cum dimitate in jail without 
having to commit a crime. But In a 
oountry where wrong-doing sets so 
lightiy upon the conscience, and 
where it so freq lently goes altogether 
unpunished, the criminal class is 
large, as we should expect.— John C. 
Branner, in Popular Science Monthly.
